Resolution #272 – Accept Erosion Control Bond & Escrow Fund TM# 8.-1-2 
On a motion by Councilman Denbaum 
Seconded by Supervisor Fleming  
 
  WHEREAS, the Planning Board, at their meeting held on August 5, 2016, approved Resolution 

#10 of Year 2016 recommending that the Town Board accept an Erosion Control Bond in the amount of 

$1,400 and an Escrow Fund for an initial inspection fee in the amount of $1,000 from the owners of a 

parcel of land located at Long Mountain Road, Kent, New York 10512, identified as Tax Map No. 8.-1-2 

(the “Lot”), with regard to timber harvesting on the Lot; and 

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent wishes to follow the recommendations of the 

Planning Board; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby accepts 
the recommendation of the Planning Board and approves the posting of an Erosion Control Bond in the 
amount of $1,400 and the establishment of an Escrow Fund for an initial inspection fee in the amount of 
$1,000 for the harvesting on the Lot.

WHEREAS, the Planning Board, at their meeting held on August 16, 2016, approved Resolution

Map No. 33.20-1-16 (the “Lot”), with regard to the construction of a single family residence; and

 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes the 
Supervisor to execute any and all documents necessary to give effect to this resolution.

Resolution #275- To Hire Start Smart Soccer Assistants

WHEREAS, the Town of Kent is seeking to fill seasonal positions as Assistants in the Start Smart 
Soccer program; and 
 WHEREAS, the Director of Recreation has recommended hiring Reese Wong, Mark Donelan, and 
Elaina Nacinovich to fill the positions; and  
 WHEREAS, the Town Board believes it to be in the best interests of the Town to accept the 
Director’s recommendations;  
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes 
the hiring of Reese Wong, Mark Donelan, and Elaina Nacinovich as Smart Start Assistants at a rate of 
$140 for the season; and  
 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes the 
Supervisor to execute any and all documents necessary to give effect to this resolution.

Resolution #276- Authorization for Removal of Containers Huestis Park

       WHEREAS, the Town of Kent Director of Recreation and Parks, Louis Fernandez, has 
recommended that two large metal containers, which are not useable and create an eyesore, should be 
removed from Huestis Park; and  
 

WHEREAS, Municipal Repairs Service Manager Nick Mancuso has explored all options for 
removal of said containers and advises that they have no scrap value and are of no use, and therefore 
the best option for removal has been submitted by LaGrange Transport, at a total cost of $1,500, and; 
 

WHEREAS, the Town Board wishes to authorize the removal of said metal containers;  
 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent, authorizes the 
removal of two large metal containers from Huestis Park by LaGrange Transport for a cost not to exceed 
$1,500.

Resolution #277 – Authorize Repair of Sanitation Truck

 WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent has received a request dated August 25, 2016 
from Eugene Livulpi, Crew Chief of the Town Sanitation Department, for authorization to repair a 
Sanitation Truck Number 17 (the “Truck”), copy of which request is annexed hereto and incorporated 
herein by reference; and  
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WHEREAS, the Town Board also received a letter dated August 26, 2016 from Nicholas Mancuso, 

Service Manager of Municipal Repairs, stating that Municipal Repairs is not equipped to perform the 
repairs necessary to repair the Truck, and recommending the repair of the Truck by replacement of 
certain parts supplied by the manufacturer of the Truck, Mack Trucks, a copy of which letter is annexed 
hereto and incorporated herein by reference; and  
 

WHEREAS, according to Mr. Mancuso, Craig Zottola Inc. is the only area service provider capable 
of performing the necessary repairs; and  
 

WHEREAS, the Town Board has determined that there is a need to repair the Truck; and  
 

WHEREAS, the Town Board has been provided with a proposal for the parts necessary to repair 
the Truck from the manufacturer Mid-Hudson Mack Service in the amount of $16,802.49 and a proposal 
by Craig Zottola Inc. to provide the labor to repair the Truck in the amount of $6,500, copies of said 
proposals are annexed hereto and incorporated herein by reference; and 
 

WHEREAS, consistent with the General Municipal Law and the Town Procurement policy, 
services requiring special or technical skill, training or expertise do not require the solicitation of 
alternate proposals; and 
 
 WHEREAS, in accordance with the Town’s Procurement Policy and the General Municipal Law, 
the Town Board wishes to authorize the expenditure of funds to repair the Truck in an amount not to 
exceed $23,302.49; 
 
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes 
and approves the expenditure of funds to repair the Truck in an amount not to exceed $23,302.49; 
  

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes and 
directs the Supervisor to execute any and all documents necessary to give effect to this Resolution.

Resolution #279 – Kent Historical Society Operating Permit

WHEREAS, pursuant to Chapter 58 of the Code of the Town of Kent, no temporary sales event 
may be conducted in the Town of Kent without first applying for a permit from the Town Board; and 

WHEREAS, Kent Historical Society has submitted an application to conduct a temporary sales 
event in the form of a tag sale and bake sale at its location at 1374 Route 52, Carmel, New York on 
October 8, 2016 and proposes a rain date of October 9, 2016; and  
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WHEREAS, the Town Board has reviewed the Application and supporting documentation and 
finds the Application to comply with the requirements of the Town Code of the Town of Kent in all 
respects; and  

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby 
authorizes the issuance of an operating permit to Kent Historical Society to conduct a tag sale and bake 
sale at its location at 1374 Route 52 on October 8, 2016 with a rain date of October 9, 2016.

Resolution #280- Authorizing Correction of Violation, Acceptance of Proposal & Charge to Property 
Owner 
On a motion by Councilman Chin 
Seconded by Councilwoman McGlasson 
 WHEREAS, the Code Enforcement Officer of the Town of Kent issued an Order to Remedy a 
Violation directing the owners to remove all overgrowth of grass, weed and brush from the exterior area 
of 35 Woodland Drive identified as Tax Map # 33.34-2-20 (the “Property”); and  
 WHEREAS, the Order to Remedy required the owner of the Property to remove rubbish and 
debris from the exterior area of the Property or submit a written request to the Code Enforcement 
Officer for a hearing to discuss remedial action to abate said violation within ten days; and  
 WHEREAS, more than ten days have elapsed since the service of the Order to Remedy and the 
owner of the Property has failed to correct the violations or submit a written request to the Code 
Enforcement Officer to discuss remedial action to abate the violation; and 
 WHEREAS, pursuant to Chapter 55A of the Town Code of the Town of Kent regarding “Property 
Maintenance”, upon the failure, neglect or refusal of any owner to comply,  the Building Inspector is 
authorized to cause such violation to be corrected subject to the approval of the Town Board; and  
WHEREAS, the Town Board wishes to authorize the Code Enforcement Officer to immediately correct 
the violations at the Property and the costs of such correction shall be charged to the property owner;  
 WHEREAS, consistent with the Town’s Procurement Policy, the Town of Kent requested written 
proposals from contractors to correct the violation on the Property and received only one quote in 
response, a copy of which is annexed hereto and incorporated by reference; and 
 WHEREAS, JB Affordable Care Inc. has submitted the lowest proposal to clear the Property at a 
cost of $125; and 
 WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent wishes to accept the proposal submitted by JB 
Affordable Care Inc. in the amount of $125;  
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent  hereby accepts 
the proposal of JB Affordable Care Inc. for the correction of the violation on the Property; and 
 FURTHER RESOLVED, that the actual cost of the correction of the violations, plus the accrued 
legal rate of interest per annum from the date of completion of the work, if not paid by the property 
owner, shall be charged to each property owner by the Town in accordance with Chapter 55A-12(B).
